Ar. I. Alexander the Firſt was ſon of Malcolm III. called Cammoir, and of Margaret 
1197+ grand- daughter to Edmund king of England, fiſter to Edgar Atheling : He mar- 
ried Sybilla, daughter to the Conqueror, ſucceeding his brother Edgar in the 
crown of Scotland, anno 1107, he reigned near 17 years, and died anno 1124. 
Type. A rude profile head, regarding the left, appears on No. 1, 2, having a ſcepter 
477 before it; there is a ſort of circle formed of dots or pearls round it, and inſcribed 
Pt ALEXANDER Rex.” On the reverſe of No. 1. there is a ſhort voided croſs, ex- 
tending only to the legendary circle, whereas that on No. 2. runs through it to 
the edge of the coin; the legends on the reverſes of neither can be made out. 
Theſe two pieces are copied from Anderſon, Tab. CLVII. No. 2, 3. only in 
the poſition of the reverſes the bars of the croſſes ſtand upright, which we think 
is their true poſition, whereas there they are put ſo as to form a St. Andrew's 
croſs, or in ſaltier. It is probable one of theſe pieces is that mentioned by Ni- 
cholſon a, to have been in Mr. Sutherland's collection, which, although he 
thought it appertained to Alexander the'Firſt, yet was not ſure whether it might 
not be attributed to one of the other princes of that name. 


Darm l. David the Firſt, called alſo the Saint, ſucceeded his brother Alexander; he 
1124 married Matilda, daughter of Waltheof Earl of Northumberland; and his ſiſter 
of the ſame name (Matilda) was wife to Henry the Firſt, and mother of the 

empreſs Matilda, or Maud. |

The piece here given is no where elſe to be found but in the Pembroke col- 
lection, among which it is engraved in Part 4. Tab. 24 of that cabinet, and 
copied from thence by Anderſon, Tab. CLVII. We ſhould ſuſpect the letters 
round the head are not fo plain on the coin as to read the word DAuID ſeen in 
the print, and that it is. very likely to be a blundered coin of William's, of his 
rudeſt fort, as No. 11, 12, L3, 14, Plate 1. from which it is otherwiſe but little 
different, viz. in having his head the contrary way; however, William is thus 
repreſented on ſome other coins, as No. 15 and 16. 

This prince was ſon of Henry prince of Scotland, and grandſon of David, 
whom he ſucceeded, was called the Maiden, becauſe he would never marry; he 
e .

Although he teigned ſo many years, yet no coin of his was ever diſcovered; 
this would be difficult to account for, if we were not almoſt aſſured, that thoſe 
coins ons ven to his grandfather and great uncle, did not with much greater 
probability belong to his brother William and his nephew Alexander the Second. 


Wan William the Firft, called the Lyon, ſucceeded his brother Malcolm IV. during 
1165- his long reign of near 40 years, he had many diſputes with our king Henry II. 
Richard I. and Jobn; he was taken priſoner by the firſt; and forced to pay 
o, ooo marks of ſilver, or 7 50,0001: for his ranſom, one half down, and to pawn 
four caſtles, for payment of the remainder, which Richard afterwards gave him 
up for 10,000 marks. The filver coin of Scotland cannot with any ſort of cer- 

tainty be carried higher than this king's reign, as we have already obſerved.

Although it is very certain that the Scots in general copied after the Engliſh, 
in their coinages, yet this was not the caſe in their firſt ſetting out, the work of 
thoſe. being much ruder than what was then done in England, where although 
no fixed manner had been followed in regard to the heads of their kings, yet not 
any of them like what we find on theſe; the ſame may be ſaid of their reverſes, 
none of which are found any thing like theſe, except one of Stephen, who died 
a year before William came to the crown; but the money of our Henry III. is 
quite in the rude taſte of theſe, and we ſhould almoſt think was borrowed from 
the Scots, as they had coined in this manner 40 years before. 2 2

We find a great improvement in regard to the workmanthip in the money 
here attributed to this king ; the head, the croſs, the letters are all better done, 
and the-diſpoſition of the whole more regular and uniform chan before; and we 
ſhall venture a conjecture, that theſe improyements came from England, and 
followed that great one made there in the monies of Edward I. anno 1270. 

If this be the caſe, it will be aſked, What coins have we of him before this 
period ? The queſtion is very proper, and we think can be no otherwiſe got clear 
of, than by ſuppoſing that many of thoſe given by us to his father, were ſtruck 
by this king before this æra; and, at this time, it is not poſſible to diſtinguiſh 
one from the other.
